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The Chinese Communist Air Force (CCAF) has gix training bases: Changchun, 
Mutanchiang, Makden, Chinchou, Peiping (South Field) and Tsinan. It is 
planned eventually to station six groups at these fields - fighter groups 
at Changchun and Peiping,. and bombers at tne other fields. 


In February 1950 there were 25 training planes and €0 Soviet instructors 
at the Peiping base. The training Drogram was generally unsntiafactory. 
The first classes of air cadets were chosen fror the army, with the main 
qualification being that the cadet must be a gon of a tenant farmer. Most 
of the cadets failed ground school and the Soviet advisers complained over 
the caliber of the »versonnel. 


Since the first of this yenr the cadets heve been defected Nationalista with 
sone knowledce of elenentnry science and mathematics. ‘ 


Un to February the CCAF hrad received no aircraft from the Soviets except 
forner Japanese equinment cantured in Manchuria. The CCAF was expecting 
Soviet nlanes in the near future. Wumbers were unknown except to the 
highest echelons but it was revorted to be between 300 and 579. 


Nefected Nationalist pilots with the CCAF are under susmicion and are closely 
watched. They are all very disgruntled and many ave prevared to defect back 
again. ; 
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
